DEDICATION 


To  the  All-American  Soldiers  of  years  gone  by,  who  set  the 
traditions  by  which  we  live  today.  The  division  dips  its 
colors  in  salute  to  the  men  who  died  on  battlefields  from 
the  Argonne  to  Berlin,  and  in  the  peacetime  training  years 
that  followed.  Ours  is  the  duty  and  the  privilege  to  keep 
alive  the  spirit  of  the  82d,  against  the  day  this  nation  may 
call  again  upon  the  division  to  fight  as  it  did  in  two  world 
wars  before. 


Major  General  Charles  D.  W.  Canham  received 
a battlefield  promotion  to  Brigadier  General  for 
his  action  in  leading  the  116th  Infantry  across  to 
Omaha  Beach  in  the  Normandy  Invasion.  He  was 
wounded  in  this  action.  Subsequent  to  his  promo- 
tion he  was  assigned  to  the  8th  Infantry  Division 
as  Assistant  Division  Commander. 

He  fought  with  the  8th  Infantry  Division  through- 
out the  Brittany,  Luxembourg  and  Hurtgen  Forest 
operations  and  was  serving  in  this  same  capacity 
when  his  division  contacted  the  Russian  forces  east 
of  the  Schwerin  Sea  in  Northern  Germany  prior 
to  V-E  Day. 

Soon  after  his  return  to  the  U.  S.  he  qualified  as 
a parachutist  at  the  Parachute  School  and  in  1946 
was  assigned  to  the  82d  Airborne  Division  as 
Assistant  Division  Commander. 

After  nearly  three  years’  service  with  the  82d, 
he  left  to  assume  command  of  the  Bremerhaven 
Port  of  Embarkation,  Germany.  Later  he  was 
assigned  as  Director  of  Military  Posts  of  the 
European  Command.  During  that  tour  of  duty  he 
received  his  promotion  to  Major  General. 

In  February,  1952,  he  returned  to  the  82d  Air- 
borne Division  as  Commanding  General.  He  took 
command  of  the  division  just  five  days  before  its 
departure  for  Exercise  Long  Horn,  and  com- 
manded during  the  maneuver  and  while  in  convoy 
to  Texas  and  back  — the  largest  peacetime  over- 
land motor  movement  of  troops  in  the  history  of 
the  U.  S.  Army. 


General  Canham  was  born  in  Kola,  Mississippi, 
He  began  his  military  career  thirty-three  years 
ago  when  he  enlisted  as  a private  in  the  Field 
Artillery. 

He  was  appointed  to  the  U.  S.  Military  Academy 
in  1921  and  was  commissioned  a Second  Lieu- 
tenant of  Infantry  in  1926, 

General  Canham  has  three  sons.  Two  are  Army 
officers  and  one  is  a cadet  at  West  Point.  All  are 
qualified  parachutists. 

General  Canham  has  been  awarded  the  Disting- 
uished Service  Cross,  Silver  Star,  Legion  of  Merit, 
Bronze  Star,  Purple  Heart,  and  the  Combat  In- 
fantryman’s Badge.  He  also  wears  the  American 
Theater  Ribbon,  European  Theater  Ribbon  with 
five  campaign  stars  and  the  Invasion  Arrowhead, 
the  American  Defense  Medal  and  the  Yangtse 
Medal.  He  has  also  been  awarded  the  British 
Distinguished  Service  Order  and  the  French  Legion 
of  Honor  and  Croix  de  Guerre  with  Palm. 


Brigadier  General  Joseph  P.  Cleland 
Assistant  Division  Commander 


Brigadier  General  Joseph  P.  Cleland  served  as  As- 
sistant Division  Commander  of  the  82d  Airborne  Division 
from  September,  1951,  until  April,  1952,  when  he  was 
ordered  to  the  Far  East  Command. 

He  had  served  with  the  division  previously,  as  com- 
manding officer  of  the  504th  Airborne  Infantry  Regiment, 
from  June,  1950,  immediately  after  he  completed  the 
Parachute  School,  until  April,  1951. 

In  April,  1951,  he  activated  and  commanded  the 
508th  Airborne  Regimental  Combat  Team  at  Fort  Bragg 
and  subsequently  moved  to  Fort  Benning,  Georgia,  with 
his  reactivated  RCT. 

General  Cleland  was  born  at  Holdredge,  Nebraska, 
in  1902.  He  graduated  from  the  Li.  S.  Military  Academy 
and  was  commissioned  a Second  Lieutenant  of  Infantry 
in  1925. 

About  one  year  after  the  United  States  entered  World 
War  II,  he  became  G4  of  Headquarters,  South  Pacific. 
On  January  15,  1943,  he  was  sent  to  Guadalcanal  as 
Supply  Base  Commanding  Officer. 


He  became  Chief  of  Staff  of  the  43d  Division  on  No- 
vember 12,  1943.  Soon  afterward  he  was  given  command 
of  the  division’s  103rd  Infantry  Regiment.  He  led  this 
regiment  through  the  assault  landing  at  Lingayen  Gulf, 
Luzon,  P.  I. 

General  Cleland  next  became  Assistant  Division  Com- 
mander of  the  43rd  and  served  in  that  capacity  until  his 
return  to  the  United  States  with  the  division  in  October. 
1945. 

General  Cleland’s  decorations  and  awards  include: 
the  Silver  Star,  Legion  of  Merit,  with  Oak  Leaf  Cluster; 
Soldier’s  Medal,  Bronze  Star,  with  OLC;  Combat  In- 
fantryman‘s  Badge,  Asiatic-Pacific  Medal;  American 
Campaign  Medal;  World  War  II  Victory  Medal;  Ameri- 
can Defense  Medal;  Occupation  of  Japan  Medal;  Philip- 
pine Liberation  Medal;  A1  Merito  Militar  de  Chile; 
Estrella  de  Oro  de  Chile,  and  Honorable  Commander  of 
the  Military  Division  of  the  Most  Excellent  Order  of 
the  British  Empire. 


Colonel  Charles  W.  G.  Rich 
Chief  of  Staff 


Colonel  Charles  W.  G.  Rich  qualified  as  a parachutist 
in  April,  1943,  and  was  immediately  detailed  to  The 
Parachute  School,  Fort  Benning,  as  S3  and  later,  as 
Executive  Officer. 

He  activated  the  Second  Parachute  Training  Regiment 
at  Fort  Benning  in  March,  1944,  and  commanded  it 
until  Octobet,  when  he  went  to  Europe  as  Airborne  Ad- 
visor to  the  Sixth  Army  Group. 

In  January,  1945,  Colonel  Rich  became  Deputy  Chief 
of  Staff  for  the  XXI  Corps.  He  served  in  that  post  during 
the  Corps  advance  throughout  the  Ardennes-Alsace  and 
Rhineland  campaigns  to  Berchtesgarten,  which  the  Corps 
held  when  the  war  ended. 

On  his  return  to  the  United  States,  August,  1947, 
Colonel  Rich  attended  the  Armed  Forces  Staff  College, 
at  Norfolk,  Virginia.  When  he  completed  the  course  he 
was  assigned  there  as  an  instructor  and  later  became 
Secretary  of  the  college. 

Colonel  Rich  returned  to  airborne  duty  with  the  82d 
in  July  of  19.50.  His  first  assignment  in  the  division  was 
Executive  Officer  of  the  325th  Airborne  Infantry  Regi- 
ment. 


He  became  G3  of  the  82d  a few  months  later,  and 
soon  afterward,  in  March,  1951,  was  named  Chief  of 
Staff  of  the  Division.  He  held  that  post  until  his  de- 
parture in  August,  1952,  for  the  Army  War  College. 

Colonel  Rich  was  born  in  Bandy,  Virginia.  He 
graduated  from  the  U.  S.  Military  Academy  in  1935  and 
was  commissioned  a Second  Lieutenant  of  Infantry. 

As  S2  of  the  19th  Infantry  Regiment,  in  Hawaii,  he 
saw  the  first  Japanese  bombs  dropped  on  American  for- 
ces. He  became  regimental  S3  early  in  1942,  and,  in 
September,  was  given  command  of  the  regiment’s  Sec- 
ond Battalion.  He  commanded  the  battalion  until  his 
return  to  the  continental  United  States  in  March,  1943. 

Colonel  Rich  holds  the  Silver  Star,  Legion  of  Merit, 
Bronze  Star.  French  Legion  of  Honor,  Polish  Polonia 
Restituta  medal,  Belgian  Military  Cross,  First  Class; 
French  Croix  de  Guerre  with  two  palms,  the  American 
Defense  Medal,  World  War  II  Victory  Medal,  Occupation 
of  Germany^tnedal,  and  the  European,  Pacific-Asiatic  and 
American  Theater  Medals.

WORLD  WAR  I 

The  82d  Infantry  Division  was  in  the  front  line 
for  a longer  consecutive  period  than  any  other 
American  division  in  World  War  I.  The  division 
was  activated  August  25,  1917,  at  Camp  Gordon, 
Georgia.  It  sailed  for  France  in  April,  1918,  and 
moved  into  the  line  on  August  19,  1918.  The 
division  was  credited  with  participation  in  the 
Lorraine,  St.  Mihiel  and  Meuse  Argonne  cam- 
paigns.

Sgt.  Alvin  C.  York,  of  the  82d  Division, 
was  awarded  the  Congressional  Medal  of 
Honor  for  heroic  action  in  the  Argonne 
on  October  8,  1918.  On  that  day  he 
attacked  an  entire  German  machine-gun 
battalion  with  only  his  rifle  and  an  auto- 
matic pistol.  He  broke  up  the  German 
counterattack,  killed  20  Germans  and 
captured  132  prisoners.

The  82d  Division  returned  to  the  United 
States  and  was  deactivated  after  World  War 
I.  The  Division  colors,  with  their  Battle 
Streamers,  were  stored  away  during  peace- 
time years,  and  were  not  unfurled  again 
until  the  guns  began  to  roar  for.a  second 
World  War.

In  April,  1943,  the  82d  Airborne 
Division  moved  to  the  port  of  em- 
barkation and  overseas. 


Parachute  and  tactical  training 
continued  in  North  Africa  until 
the  day  of  the  Sicily  invasion  — 
the  largest  airborne  operation 
ever  attempted  up  to  that  time.

On  March  25,  1942,  while  the  Germans 
held  Europe  and  the  Japanese  held  most 
of  Asia,  the  82d  Division  was  reactivated 
at  Camp  Claiborne,  Louisiana.  Brigadier 
General  Omar  Bradley  was  division  com- 
mander, and  Brigadier  General  Matthew 
Ridgway  was  assistant  division  commander. 
The  division  soon  moved  to  Fort  Bragg, 
North  Carolina,  and  there,  on  August  15, 
1952,  it  designated  the  82d  Airborne  Divi- 
sion — the  first  American  Division  to  hold 
the  Airborne  Designation. 


WORLD  WAR  II 


The  troopers  formed  up  into  such  groups  as 
they  could  — units  of  two  to  two  hundred 
men  — and  moved  forward  through  the  olive 
groves  and  adobe  villages.  They  blocked 
roads,  held  crossroads,  and  harassed  the  Ger- 
mans wherever  they  found  them. 


The  parachute  element  of  the  Sicily  invasion 
was  made  up  of  the  505th  Parachute  Infantry 
Regiment  and  the  third  battalion  of  the  504th. 
It  jumped  into  Sicilian  fields  and  olive  groves 
early  in  the  morning  of  July  10,  1943,  under 
the  command  of  Col.  James  M.  Gavin.  Winds 
were  up  to  35  miles  per  hour,  few  landed  on 
their  assigned  drop  zones,  and  some  went 
out  the  door  into  the  glare  of  German  search- 
lights and  clouds  of  flak-bursts.

General  Kurt  Student,  Chief  of  Staff  of  Ger- 
man Parachute  Troops,  said,  “It  is  my  opinion 
that  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  allied  (82d) 
airborne  forces  blocking  the  Herman  Goering 
Armored  Division  from  reaching  the  Sicily 
beachhead,  that  Division  would  have  driven 
the  initial  seaborne  forces  back  into  the  sea.” 


The  sky  was  filled  with  chutes,  and  the  Salerno 
beachhead  was  saved.  Soon  after  came  Anzio. 


American  parachutists  — devils  in  baggy 
pants  — are  less  than  lOO  meters  from  my 
outpost  line.  / cant  sleep  at  night;  they  pop 
up  from  nowhere  and  we  never  know  when 
or  how  they  will  strike  next.  Seems  like  the 
black-hearted  devils  are  everywhere—  ” 
from  the  diary  of  a German  officer  who  was 
in  the  line  against  the  504i/i  PIR  on  the  An- 
zio beachhead. 


The  82d  Airborne  Division  took 
more  than  23,000  prisoners  in 
Sicily.  The  island  fell,  and  the 
division  returned  to  Africa.  Its 
next  mission  was  the  advance 
through  Italy.  Through  Naples, 
Foggia,  Rome  and  Arno,  the  divi- 
sion moved  as  Infantry.  In  the 
middle  of  this  advance,  Lt.  Gen- 
eral Mark  Clark,  commanding  the 
forces  on  the  Salerno  beachhead, 
sent  out  an  urgent  call  for  air- 
borne assistance.  Exactly  eight 
hours  later,  the  504th  Parachute 
Infantry  Regiment  dropped  be- 
hind German  lines  to  break  up 
the  German  counterattack  against 
the  beachhead.  The  505th  PIR 
followed  the  next  day.  The  beach- 
head was  saved. 


After  Anzio  the  82d  Airborne  Division 
sailed  back  to  the  United  Kingdom  to  wait 
for  their  next  mission  — spearheading  the 
invasion  of  Fortress  Europa,  the  first  troops 
to  hit  Normandy.

The  82nd  Air- 
borne Division  landed  and  took  St.  Mere  Eglise, 
the  first  town  to  be  liberated  on  the  Western 
front.  The  town  was  secured  several  hours 
before  the  beach  landings. 


F or  its  part  in  the  Normandy  Invasion,  the  82d  Air- 
borne Division  was  awarded  the  Fourraguerre  de 
Croix  de  Guerre  by  the  French  Government. 


General  Gavin  briefed  his  staff  for  the  attack 
on  Nijmegen,  Holland,  to  seize  the  vital  Nij- 
megen bridge  and  hold  it  for  an  allied  invasion 
of  Germany  through  the  Netherlands. 


The  82d  Airborne  Division  fought  for  33  days  in 
Normandy.  The  division  mauled  five  different 
enemy  divisions,  the  91st,  243rd,  77th,  265th  and 
353rd.  The  91st  and  265th  were  practically  de- 
stroyed as  fighting  units.  Soldiers  of  the  82d 
knocked  out  62  German  tanks  and  destroyed  44 
anti-tank  and  artillery  guns  during  the  33  days. 
Then  the  82d  was  pulled  out  of  the  line  and  sent 
back  to  England  to  await  its  next  airborne  mission. 
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Then  came  the  fighting  through  the  Normandy 
hedgerows.

the  Netherlands  highest  decoration,  the 
Royal  Order  of  W illiam  Nassau 
(Militaire  Willems  Orde).  The  82d  was 
the  first  foreign  unit  ever  to  receive  this 
honor,  and  is  the  only  one  to  date. 


After  Holland  the  82d  Airborne  Division  was  taken 
out  of  the  line  for  a rest  in  France.  The  rest  period 
came  to  a sudden  end  when  the  hurry-u,p  call  went 
out  for  the  division  to  move  up  to  break  up  the 
German  offensive  in  the  Battle  of  the  Bulge. 


The  82d  Airborne  Division  moved  up  through 
the  snow  to  break  up  the  German  offensive  in 
Belgium. 
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Affer  Belgium  came  the  Rhine 
crossing  — 82d  men  bring  in 
German  prisoners. 


82d  Troopers  liberated  inmates 
of  the  German  concentration 
camps,  many  of  whom  had  given 
themselves  up  for  dead  until  the 
Americans  arrived. 
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Then  through  the  Siegfried  Line 
to  a linkup  with  the  Russians 
and  V-E  Day. 


The  division  returned  to  Fort  Bragg, 
North  Carolina,  the  station  which  has 
been  its  home  since  the  war,  with  the 
exception  of  intervals  on  maneuvers  from 
Alaska  to  Porto  Rico.  Here  the  division 
carries  on  its  task  of  securing  the  peace 
by  maintaining  its  state  of  constant  pre- 
paredness. Here  at  Fort  Bragg  the  divi- 
sion jumps  from  new  types . of  aircraft 
and  masters  techniques  of  airborne  war- 
fare unknown  during  World  War  II.  But 
the  spirit  of  the  men  of  World  Wars  I 
and  II  lives  in  the  tradition  of  the  82d 
Airborne  Division  of  today.

The  307th  Airborne  Engineer  Battalion,  was  first  acti- 
vated in  World  War  1 as  an  integral  unit  of  the  82nd  In- 
fantry Division  on  the  25th  of  August  1917. 

The  Battalion  moved  over  seas  and  fought  through  the 
Lorraine  and  Marbache  Sector,  the  St.  Mihiel  offensive  and 
the  Meuse-Argonne  offensive  in  the  final  Allied  drive  of 
World  War  1.  The  Battalion  was  inactivated  shortly  after 
the  signing  of  the  Armistice. 

On  the  25th  of  March  1942  the  Battalion  was  once  again 
activated  and  assigned  to  the  82nd  Infantry  Division  at 
Camp  Clayborne,  Louisiana.  The  unit  along  with  the  entire 
Division  was  changed  to  “Airborne”  on  the  15th  of  August 
1942,  and  transferred  to  Fort  Bragg,  North  Carolina.  Re- 
ceived vigorous  training  in  engineer  construction  and  air- 
borne techniques  and  once  again  prepared  for  movement 
overseas.  On  the  29th  of  April  1943  the  men  were  aboard 
the  troop  ship  “Monterey”  enroute  to  Africa.  Twelve  days 
later,  after  tossing,  turning  and  riding  the  ships  rail  the 
men  disembarked  at  Casablanca,  Africa. 

After  arriving  in  Casablanca,  the  troopers  were  loaded 
aboard  trains  and  were  sent  to  Ouija  for  further  training. 
Competing  with  the  scorching  heat  and  “C”  rations  until 
the  10th  of  July  1943,  the  unit  was  loaded  aboard  planes 
for  the  jump*on  Sicily,  their  first  Combat  Jump.  , There 
heavy  fighting  took  place  when  units  of  the  Battalion  came 
in  contact  with  the  rear  guaVd  of  Hermann  Goering’s 
“Panzer  Division”.  The  unit  then  moved  along  the  south- 
western coast  of  the  island  through  town  after  town  and 
finally  into  the  port  of  Trapanni.  Then  back  to  Kaireuan, 
Africa  for  refitting  and  training  in  preparation  for  addi- 
tional combat  assignments.  After  only  a week  the  battalion 
flew  to  Castleretrano,  Sicily  in  preparation  for  another  com- 
bat jump  .in  Italy.  The  troopers  landed  on  the  Salerno 
Flats  and  after  assembling  the  men  took  up  positions  on 
the  mountain  side  over-looking  Pastheums  Greek,  “Temple 
of  the  Gods”  and  the  Salerno  Beach.  For  their  next  action 
the  unit  boarded  LST’s  to  make  a night  beach  landing  at 
Maieri  and  from  there  they  moved  on  to  Amalfi. 

On  the  8th  of  December  1943  members  of  the  Battalion 
left  Italy  for  Northern  Ireland  and  on  the  12th  February 
1944  after  a short  rest  the  men  departed  from  Northern 
Ireland  bound  for  Liverpool,  England.  Boarding  trains  at 
Liverpool,  the  Battalion  was  sent  to  Burbage.  There  they 
once  again  started  their  vigourous  training  program  in  prep- 
aration for  one  of  the  most  famous  of  all  Combat  Jumps, 
D-Day,  Normandy,  France,  on  the  6th  of  June  1944.  Engage- 
ments at  Ste  Nere,  E’glise,  Ste  Etienville,  Ste  Savour, 
Baupte  and  many  others,  terminating  the  last  drive  towards 
le  Hay  du  Puits.  In  Holland  elements  of  the  Battalion  as- 
sisted in  capturing  the  now  famous  Nijmegen  bridge  in 
September  1944  and  also  elements  were  present  at  the  break- 
through in  the  Ardennes,  the  Ruhr  pocket  along  the  Rhine 
near  Cologne  and  the  crossing  of  the  Elbe. 

Since  the  Battalions  return  to  Fort  Bragg,  North  Caro- 
lina, it  has  participated  in  eight  separate  maneauvefs  in- 
cluding Assembly,  Tarheel,  Portrex,  Swarmer,  Southern 
Pines,  Firestep  and  Longhorn. 

At  the  last  listing  (1950),  the  307th  Airborne  Engineer 
Battalion  was  the  most  decorated  engineer  unit  in  the  United 
States  Army.

This  is  a story  of  men — men  from  48  states  of  the 
union,  who  were  called  together  to  sweat,  train,  fight  and 
die.  Their  names  were  never  spread  across  front  pages, 
but  there  were  and  are  heroes  among  them.  They  didn’t 
win  the  war  single-handedly  but  they  knew  that  their ; 
efforts  did  much  to  bring  the  final  victory.  Whenever  and 
wherever  called  upon  they  responded  with  vigor  as  the  i 
tributes  of  other  men  and  outfit^  testify. 

Not  only  fighting,  but  in  fun,  the  tankers  go  in  for  ^ 
things  in  a big  way.  From  Campbell  to  Vancouver,  from 
Portland  to  Tokyo,  from  Tokyo  back  home,  the  44th  has 
been  remembered  and  loved.  ! 

This  is  the  story  of  the  44th  Tank  Battalion.  May  it 
bring  to  your  mind  the  part  they  played  in  the  great 
Pacific  struggle. 

The  44th  Tank  Battalion  was  born  on  a cold  morning, 

11  November  1943  near  Watertown,  Tennessee,  just  after 
completion  of  maneuvers.  Though  a new  organization 
most  of  the  men  were  experienced  tankers  with  two  years 
training  as  Second  Battalion,  44th  Armored  Regiment, 
12th  Armored  Division.  Camp  Cambell,  Kentucky  was 
the  place  where  most  of  the  men  began  their  Army 
careers.  It 

Lieutenant  Colonel  Tom  H.  Ross  was  placed  in  com- 
mand  and  on  15  November,  1943,  803  enlisted  men,  48  ^ 
officers  and  three  Warrant  officers  reported  in.  These  men 
moved  from  Campbell  to  Camp  Barkley  Texas  for  their 
training. 

General  Carlos  Brewer  unfurled  the  slogan  “Victory 
in  ’44  by  the  44th’’  as  he  said  goodby  from  the  12th 
Armored  Division.  ^ 

The  44th  was  alerted  on  25  January  1944  with  a read- 
ness shipment  date  of  20  February  1944.  Upon  arrival : 
at  the  Port  of  Embarkation ; the  unit  passed  from  control ! 
of  the  12th  Armored  Division  and  became  a separate 
tank  battalion. 

I The  44th  embarked  on  22  March  1944,  at  2300  hours,  • 
ipier  65,  Portland,  Oregon.  After  boarding  the  U.S.  A.T.  > 
Kota  Baro,  a Dutch  vessel,  the  44th  sailed  unescorted  for 
an  unknown  destination  in  the  Southwest  Pacific. 

The  trip  across  the  west  Pacific  on  the  10,000  ton  ^ 
freighter-transport  brings  to  mind  so  many  things  that  it 
would  be  impossible  to  record  all  of  them.  It  was  smooth 
sailing  that  first  night  but  the  next  morning  was  a differ- 
ent story.  Sea  sickness  has  no  respect  for  rank,  or  mens 
dignity,  and  practically  all  of  the  dizzy  voyagers  lined 
the  rails  or  jammed  the  latrines  as  they  gave  the  best 
they  had  from  the  bottom  of  their  shoes. 

} Oro  Bay  was  reached  7 May  1944  and  we  left  there 
|j9  May  1944.  At  0800  hours,  11  May  we  reached  our 
^(jdestination. 

' The  44th  gave  the  “Wolf  Call”,  the  official  cry  of  the 
utch  vessel. 

Camp  Washington  Casual  Camp,  New  Guinea  was  the 
[home  for  the  44th  for  eight  days.  Life  in  New  Guinea  was 
wful  because  of  the  rain  and  mud,  but  the  44th  started 
orward  and  did  their  best  under  the  difficult  situation. 

The  Battalion  paper  was  born  on  June  2,  1944  and  was 
amed  “Wolf  Call”.  The  paper  brought  back  many 
emories  and  the  morale  of  the  men. 

On  June  6,  the  44th  was  entertained  for  the  first  time 
y Tokyo  Rose. 

The  44th  was  the  first  tank  battalion  in  the  southwest 
acific  and  the  first  tank  battalion  in  General  Walter 
rueerer’s  Sixth  Arm 


' “C”  Company  became  the  first  company  of  the  bat- 

• • italion  to  go  into  action  against  the  enemy,  and  operated 
as  an  independent  tank  company.  The  infantry  really 
. began  to  praise  the  tanks  when  they  continually  broke 
. through  the  Japanese  front  lines  and  destroyed  pill  boxes 
C T so  the  oncoming  infantry  could  advance.  Two  of  the 
' ' bloodiest  battles  in  New  Guinea  were  hill  225  and  Rocky 
Point. 

On  8 August  1944,  the  44th  encountered  their  first 
heavy  anti-tank  mines. 

“B”  Company  was  the  next  company  to  swing  into 
action.  They  arrived  on  17  July  1944  at  Ataepe,  Dutch, 
New  Guinea.  At  times  “B”  Company  used  their  sirens  to 
route  the  Japanese  out  of  their  hiding  places.  They  would 
[move  and  give  their  positions  away  and  “B”  Company 
would  cut  them  down. 

The  Leyte  Campaign  started  for  the  44th  20  October 
1944.  The  Navy  and  Air  Force  laid  the  groundwork  by 
by  heavy  bombardments  against  the  Japs,  and  it  wasn’t 
long  before  the  44th  was  called  forward.  The  Tacloban 
Airstrip  was  the  immediate  objective.  It  didn’t  take  the 
en  long  to  dig  in,  and  I mean  they  really  dug  deep. 
The  typhoon  season  was  on  hand,  making  life  miser- 
able for  all.  Everyone  was  wet,  sleepy  and  tired. 

The  medics  really  did  a wonderful  job.  They  were 
always  out  front  taking  care  of  the  wounded. 

The  terrain  was  poor  for  tanks  so  the  44th  was  used 
las  infantry,  but  when  tanks  could  be  used  they  were 
always  ready  to  go.  “A”  Company  was  the  only  organi- 
zation of  the  battalion  continually  employed  through  the 
operation  in  tank-infantry  team  roles. 

Three  steps  in  any  direction  put  one  knee  deep  in  mud.  ' 
The  mud  and  terrain  was  most  difficult  for  the  men.  The 
battle  of  Breakneck  Ridge  on  11  November  saw  “A”  i 
Company  start  off  without  any  Infantry.  On  Leyte  “A”  | 
Co.  did  a wonderful  job  against  great  odds.  “A”  Co.  not 
' : .^jonly  took  part  in  offensive  action,  but  had  to  be  contin- 
’ vlu  on  the  alert  for  infiltration,  especially  at  night. 

■'V  The  first  overseas  Christmas  was  spent  in  the  Tunga 
Area.  The  44th  was  alerted  by  Sixth  Army  and  attached' 
|lo  the  13th  Armored  Group.  The  44th  received  a commen- 
ation  from  the  Commanding  General,  1st  Cavalry  ^ 
ivision  for  their  part  in  the  operation.  ^ i 

On  January  3,  1945,  the  44th  Tank  Battalion  was  ready 
o move  again  to  enter  Leyte.  The  China  Sea  was  the 
oughest  yet,  especially  riding  the  flat-bottomed  LST’s. 
n 11  January  the  44th  churned  up  the  shore  of  Lingayen 
[Gulf.  The  tankers  kept  advancing  through  San  Fernando 
and  on  into  Manila.  It  was  good  to  be  near  civilization  r 
[again,  and  travel  on  better  roads.  There  were  quite  a few 
[snipers  in  Manila.  Each  tanker  remembers  the  part  he 
[played  in  the  liberation  of  the  Pearl  of  the  Orient,  and 
he  Allied  internees  at  Santa  Tomas  internment  camp. 

“B”  Company  was  the  first  to  enter  and  liberate  Tac- 
loden,  the  Capital  city  of  Leyte,  and  also  the  first  troops 
[to  enter  Manila.  On  3 February  they  fought  their  way  to 
Santo  Tomas  University,  where  3768  American  and  Al-  ; 
ied  Civilians  were  interned.  The  tanks  literally  broke 
[through  the  gates  and  walls  to  let  the  infantrymen 
[through. 

Bitter  resistance  was  encoutered  at  Grace  Park.  The 
anks  were  hampered  by  being  road  bound  by  rice  pad- 
[dies.  They  finally  rescued  the  Manila  Reservoir  in  Rosario 
[Heights.  On  22  February  1945  the  44th  ended  its  fighting 
in  Manila. 


From  16  March  until  8 April  “A”  Company  partici 
Ipated  in  heavy  fighting  in  the  Batangas  Peninsula.  “B” 
jCompany  soon  relieved  “A”  Co.  and  went  on  to  capture 
Ithe  Million  Dollar  Hill,  Mt.  Macolod,  so  named  because 
of  the  cost  of  taking  it.  This  battle  proved  to  be  one  of 
the  bitterest  battles  on  the  island,  and  on  terrain  where 
it  was -considered  impossible  for  tanks  to  operate. 

The  work  of  the  entire  Bn.  in  the  Luzon  Campaign  was 
splendid  during  the  100  mile  Manila  Drive,  not  one 
vehicle  was  forced  to  drop  out  because  of  mechanical 
failure.  The  medics  took  lots  of  kidding  but  they  were 
always  welcomed  because  of  their  fine  conduct,  under 
fire.  Out  of  20  men,  4 Were  awarded  the  bronze  star. 
The  transportation  and  Service  platoons  did  a remark- 
able job  in  supplying  and  servicing  the  battalion. 

During  the  month  of  March,  the  44th  received  a letter 
of  gra!titude  and  thanks  from  the  internees  at  Santo 
Tomas,  for  the  part  they  played  in  their  liberation.  The 
44th  was  awarded  a Victory  cup,  inscribed  on  it  is  the 
following:  “44th  Tank  Battalion,  in  Heartfelt  Gratitude 
for  Your  Heroic  Rescue  of  US  Santo  Tomas  Internees, 
February  3rd  1945,  Manila,  P.  I.  Awarded  to  the  First 
Troops  to  Enter  Santo  Tomas,  Company  “B”,  44th  Tank 
iBattalion. 

‘C”  Company  gets  the  credit  for  knocking  out  the 
greatest  number  of  enemy  tanks,  and  for  having  the 
greatest  number  of  continuous  days  in  combat— 77,  be- 
lieved to  be  a record  for  armored  units  in  the  Pacific 
theater  of  operations. 

Now  the  men  of  the  44th  began  to  “sweat  it  out,”  for  , 
home.  On  June  28,  they  were  withdrawn  from  combat  | 
and  had  more  normal  activities.  It  wasn’t  all  play  because 
they  started  training  all  over  again. 

On  30  August  the  44th  got  orders  to  go  to  Japan.  Mem- 
bers of  the  unit  landed  at  Yokahama  Harbor  on  17 
September.  The  44th  began  to  loose  “High  Point  Men” 
as  time  went  on. 

The  44th  covered  12,300  miles  on  the  Pacific  and  spent 
jthree  months  on  water  travel  to  various  destinations. 

The  men  of  the  44th  are  eligible  for  4 battle  stars, 
Icovering  activities  in  New  Guinea,  The  Bismark  Archi- 
jpelogo.  Southern  Phillipines,  and  Northern  Phillipines. 
■For  establishing  beachheads  on  Leyte  and  Lungan,  the 
*men  wear  the  Bronze  Arrowhead.

The  44th  Tank  Battalion  was  reactivated  on  22  Decem- 
^ber  1948.  The  number  of  men  present  at  that  time  was  a I 
[Battalion  Headquarters  and  one  officer  per  company.  I 
The  enlisted  men  didn’t  begin  to  arrive  until  about  the 
middle  of  February.  At  that  time  they  came  in  a few  at  a 
time.  All  the  men  were  assigned  to  Headquarters  Com- 
pany until  a sufficient  number  of  men  arrived  to  distribute 
to  the  other  companies.  The  men  were  from  all  Frances 
of  the  service  with  a few  tankers  in  the  organization. 
Approximately  15  May  1949  the  battalion  began  training. 
Since  the  majority  were  new  in  Armor  their  training  was 
basic  armor.  The  companies  had  three  platoons  and  the 
entire  battalion  had  only  15  tanks  operational. 

The  44th  trained  ORC  personnel  during  the  summer 
mqnths.  This  was  valuable  experience  for  both  the  44th 
meo  and  the  ORC  personnel;  In  late  July  and  early 
August  the  battalion  spent  about  ten  days  in  bivouac.  The 
location  was  a beautiful  sight  especially  if  you  have 
ever  been  there  before,  “Railroad  Ridge”  it’s  the  hottest 
lace  in  the  summer  and  the  coldest  in  the  wintr. 

In  late  August  and  early  Septmeber  the  battalion  went 
to  the  range  to  fire  their  basic  weapons.  At  this  time 
they  fired  the  tank  guns  for  record. 

Between  7 October  and  15  October  the  Battalion  took 
a beach  trip  to  Camp  Orel,  Carolina  Beach,  N.  C.  This 
gave  the  men  a break  from  the  routine. 

After  returning  from  a glorious  week  at  the  beach  the 
battalion  began  training  once  more.  This  time  with  more 
enthusiasm  to  do  their  job.  The  part  played  by  the  44th 
)etween  1 January  1950  and  31  December  1950  is  as 
ollows: 

The  general  obejctive  was  the  development  of  a well 
rained,  immediately  available,  enlisted  cadre  composed 
T enlisted  men  who  planned  to  remain  in  the  army. 

In  addition  the  44th  had  different  phases  — Interim 
raining.  Advanced  Individual  Training,  Small  Unit 
raining,  Large  unit  Training,  and  Field  Exercise  Train- 
The  Interim  Training  was  the  efficient  support  of  all 
Scheduled  civilian  component  Training. 

The  Advanced  Training  Phase  the  battalion  was  to  pre- 
ipre  trained  soldiers  to  function  efficiently  as  a member 
jof  a squad,  crew  or  detachment. 

Small  Unit  Training  was  designed  to  provide  team 
raining  in  which  individuals  would  be  integrated  into 
■effective  and  coordinated  squads,  crews,  platoon,  compa- 
ies,  and  similar  units,  while  large  unit  training  was  to 
rovide  team  training  in  which  battalions  or  larger  units 
ould  be  formed  into  coordinated  battlefield  teams, 
ield  Exercise  Training  was  to  provide  large  unit  train- 
l^ng  in  tactical,  logistical,  intelligence,  and  administrative 
unctions  under  simulated  combat  conditions. 

During  the  period  10  August  1950  to  5 May  1950,  the 
lattalion  participated  in  Exercise  SWARMER. 

The  period  between  SWARMER  and  21  May  1950,  was 
levoted  to  maintenance  and  the  re-conditioning  of  the 
>attalion  property.  Checks  and  inventories  were  made  of 
all  personal  clothing. 

From  22  May  to  2 September  1950,  the  battalion 
rained  ORC  Cavalry  units,  and  Reserve  Tank  units. 

On  15  July  1950  the  unit  was  changed  from  a Heavy 

Battalion,  and  assigned 


to  the  iS2ii(l  Airborne  Division.  On  the  same  date  the  44th 
had  to  furnish  men  to  cadre  a newly  activated  unit,  the 
714th  Tank  Battalion. 

October  1950,  the  battalion  was  required  to  send  one 
tank  company,  with  complete  T/0  & E equipment  and 
personnel,  to  Fort  Benning,  Georgia,  to  he  used  as  school 
troops. 

The  battalion  engaged  in  Interim  Training  from  4 
December  to  .41  December  1950.  During  1950,  11  Officers 
and  805  enlisted  men  were  promoted. 

The  battalion  was  handicapped  all  year  because  of  the 
great  turnover  in  personnel.  The  battalion  gained  100 
officers  and  lost  122,  and  gained  1243  enlisted  men  while 
it  lost  872. 

The  44th  Tank  Battalion  participated  in  Reviews  of  the 
82nd  Airborne  Division  as  follows: 

11  March  1950  — Review  to  honor  General  of  the  Army 
George  C.  Marshall. 

14  October  1950  — Review  to  honor  Major  General  John 
L.  Leonard,  Present  colors  to  714th  Tk.  Bn. 

1 December  1950  — Review  to  honor  Major  General 
Thomas  F.  Hickey  and  Present  colors  to  the  44th  Tk.  Bn. 

The  mission  of  the  44th  Tank  Battalion  between  1 Jan- 
uary 1951  and  31 

December  1951  was  the  development  of  an  efficient 
hard  fighting  unit  prepared  to  take  the  field  on  short 
notice.  To  be  trained  to  fight  separately  or  with  a larger 
unit,  the  men  had  to  be  proficient  with  all  the  tank 
weapons,  vehicles,  and  all  equipment.  Each  man  had  to 
know  how  to  fight  as  a crew  or  with  attached  Infantry. 
One  main  principal  was  the  teaching  of  leadership. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  44th  had  a fall 
strength  organization.  There  was  a heavy  turnover  of 
personnel,  both  officer  and  enlisted  men,  because  of  the 
Korean  War. 

On  8 January  1951  the  Medical  Detachment  of  the 
Battalion  was  activated.  The  total  strength  was  1 officer 
and  18  enlisted  men. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  “A”  Company  was  at 
Fort  Benning,  Ga.,  as  a part  of  its  schools  troops  for  the 
Infantry  School. 

During  January  the  44th  Training  included  Platoon 
Tactical  Training,  Demolition  Training  for  the  Recon- 
naissance Platoon,  and  Village  Fightin.  In  February 
1951,  the  44th  Tank  Batalion  received  superior  on  the 
3rd  Army  Command  Inspecion  on  Administration.  The 
men  were  well  qualified  in  all  of  their  duties. 

During  February,  the  remainder  of  the  battalion  less 
“B”  Company,  departed  to  Fort  Benning.  The  Battalion 
was  used  mostly  for  demonstration  purposes  for  the  In- 
fantry School. 

On  15  May  1951  the  battalion  was  intact  once  more. 
On  22  June  1951,  a Command  Post  Exercise  was  held 
for  the  purpose  of  training  batalion  Staff,  Company 
Commanders,  and  Communication  personnel  in  the  opera- 
tion and  displacement  of  Command  Posts  in  Tactical 
situations. 

On  29  August  1951  Major  George  M.  Seignious  II 
took  command  of  the  44th  Tank  Battalion  and  is  now  in 
command. 

While  at  Benning  the  battalion  participated  in  several 
important  parades  and  ceremonies.  The  battalion  received 
many  favorable  comments  and  commendations  for  the  ex- 
cellent performance  of  duties  while  acting  as  school 
troops  for  the  Infantry. School. 

On  28  July,  the  Battalion  was  alerted  for  movement 
back  to  Fort  Bragg,  North  Carolina.  The  men  were  moved 
bv  truck,  while  the  tanks  were  moved  by  trail. 

After  returning,  the  battalion  published  a training  pro- 
gram for  the  remander  of  the  year.  Principal  objectives 
were  individual  and  small  unit  tactics,  improve  tank 
crews.  Emphasis  was  placed  on  gunnery,  commo,  main- 
tenance and  supply.  Night  training,  particularly  night 
marching,  was  shunt. 

At  a Battalion  review  on  7 September  the  Command- 
ing General  of  the  82nd  Airborne  Division  presented 
the  organization  with  the  four  battle  streamers  won  dur- 
ing World  War  11. 

1st  It.  John  F.  Ahern  received  the  bronze  Star. 
During  October  the  battalion  spent  ten  days  in  the 


field.  This  training  did  much  for  the  moral  and  effective- 
ness of  all  concerned.  Such  problems  as  tank  vs.  lank, 
anti-tank  guns,  mine  field.s,  tank  killer  teams,  and  treat- 
ment of  ca|)tured  enemy . personnel.  Much  stress  was  put 
on  coordination  and  control  of  the  tank  infantry  team. 

During  the  summer  of  1951,  the  Battalion  had  been 
notified  that  it  would  move  to  (iamp  Irwin,  (California  in 
January  1952,  the  Battalion  was  to  undergo  an  intensified 
5 week  training  period  at  the  armored  combat  training 
area.  In  November  the  battalion  was  commanded  by  the 
Commanding  General  of  Fort  Bragg  for  its  outstanding 
safety  record. 

The  major  activities  for  the  remainder  of  the  year 
consisted  of  pre|)aratiori  of  men  and  equipment  for  the 
move  to  Camp  Irwin,  California.  On  this  movement  the 
entire  Battalion  moved  again. 

The  following  is  an  introduction  to  (Camp  Irwin, 
California,  where  the  44th  sjient  five  weeks  at  the  ar- 
mored Combat  Training  Area. 

Camp  Irwin  is  located  37  miles  south  of  death  valley 
and  37  miles  north  east  of  Barstow,  known  to  us  as  the 
Great  American  Desert.  It  is  2300  feet  above  sea  level, 
has  an  annual  rainfall  of  about  1.54  inches  and  its  tem- 
perature varies  from  28°  in  winter  to  1.19°  in  summer. 

Camp  Irwin  provides  eight  (8)  tank  gunnery  ranges 
in  addition  to  a variety  of  tank  versus  tank  areas. 

The  prime  function  of  Camp  Irwin  is  the  preparation 
of  armored  units  for  potential  high  combat  efficiency, 
with  lessons  learned  in  the  Korean  conflict.  Camp  Irwin 
was  re-activated  as  the  Armored  Combat  training  area. 
The  Camps  673,000  acres  were  determined  to  be  the  only 
area  in  the  nation  suited  for  firing  of  wea|)ons  with  im- 
pact areas  of  over  35,000  yards.

On  2 January  1952  the  battalion  made  final  prepara- 
tions for  the  move  to  Camp  Irwin,  California.  On  3 
January  final  orders  were  issued  by  the  Battalion  Com- 
mander to  the  staff  and  Company  Commanders  to  insure 
an  orderly  and  safe  trip.  On  4 January  1952  the  first 
plane  departed  from  Pope  Field.  A rear  detachment  was 
left  behind  to  take  care  of  the  battalion  equipment.  By 
6 January  1952  all  personnel  had  arrived  safely,  and 
began  to  settle  down  to  a new  life  in  California. 

The  44th  buckled  down  and  on  7 January  1952  at  1300 
hours  began  classes.  The  battalion  was  broken  down  into 
five  groups.  Groups  I and  II  consisted  of  all  tank  crew 
members  who  have  not  fired  or  completed  the  gunnery 
qualification  course  on  any  tank  weapon.  Groups  111  con- 
sisted of  tank  crew  members  who  have  fired  a tanks  qua- 
lification course  on  a tank  gun  other  than  the  90  mm. 
Group  IV  consisted  of  all  members  of  the  battalion  who 
are  not  tank  crewmen.  Company  “B”  was  designated  as 
troop  test  company.  The  next  day  the  44th  started  classes 
on  turret  familiarization,  crew  drill,  direct  fire,  sights, 
fire  control  and  instruments. 


The  following  week  the  battalion  continued  classes  and 
tests  on  operations  and  instructions  on  tanks.  Company 
“B”  had  classes  on  assembly  and  disassembly  of  90  mm 
tank  gun.  The  batalion  began  classes  on  night  firing. 

The  following  week  the  battalion  started  platoon  tactics 
working  as  a tank,  infantry  team.  Company  “B”  started 
night  firing. 

The  following  week  the  batalion  continued  platoon 
tactics  and  the  Recon  platoon  started  firing  familiariza- 
tion with  all  T/OE  weapons. 

Starting  on  4 February,  1952  the  battalion  started  Com- 
pany problems.  “A”  and  “C”  Companies  had  different 
days  for  their  respective  problems. 

On  12  February,  1952  the  battalion  made  preparation 
for  their  move  back  to  Fort  Bragg.  Going  out,  the  trip 
was  by  plane,  but  coming  home  the  trip  was  by  rail.  On 
17  February,  1952,  the  battalion  arrived  at  Fort  Bragg, 
N.  C.  The  next  week  was  devoted  to  care  and  cleaning 
of  equipment. 

During  March  the  battalion  started  tank  crew  reaction 
course  and  also  firing  of  .30  cal,  coaxial  machine  gun 
on  the  moving  target  range.  Classes  were  held  on  supply 
economy,  safety,  and  message  writing.  Each  Company 
had  classes  on  control  of  tanks  and  radio-telephone  pro- 
cedure. 

The  week  of  19  March,  1952  the  battalion  had  classes 
on  commo,  demolitions  and  adjustment  of  artillery  fire. 
All  companies  held  maintenance  and  care  and  cleaning  of 
weapons,  vehicles  and  equipment.  On  15  March  the  bat- 
talion commander  held  an  inspection  in  ranks  of  all 
-personnel.  The  week  of  17  March  was  spent  prin- 
cipally on  the  range  for  accuracy  firing  of  coaxial 
machine  gun  and  platoon  tactics  and  platoon  problems. 
On  21  March,  1952  all  companies  had  maintenance  and 
care  and  cleaning  of  weapons  and  vehicles.  The  Division 
Chaplain  held  a weekly  citizenship  and  morality  lecture. 

The  weeks  of  24  March  was  spent  on  platoon  problems. 
These  problems  were  very  helpful  because  the  platoons 
participated  against  each  other  in  attacks  and  delaying 
actions. 

Night  work  began  in  April.  The  battalion  had  night 
patrol  problems.  The  purpose  was  to  train  personnel  in 
the  proper  patrol  procedure  when  confronted  by  situ- 
ations similar  to  those  in  combat. 

The  battalion  had  the  .30  cal.  machine  gun,  discription 
and  general  data:  Assembly  and  disassembly  by  groups: 
Detail  disassembly  and  assembly;  Headspace;  care  and 
cleaning;  practical  work.  A tactical  terrain  exercise  was 
conducted  by  Ft.  Bohlen  of  Recon  Platoon.  The  compan- 
ies had  classes  on  the  azimuth  Indicator,  Indirect  fire, 
and  platoon  problems.  The  battalion,  by  Companies, 
started  working  up  to  the  physical  fitness  test  by  running 
the  obstacle  course. 

On  12  May,  1952  the  44th  Tank  Battalion  became  the 
first  armored  unit  of  the  82nd  Airborne  Division  ever  to 
conduct  the  Armored  Stakes  , a tank  crew  efficiency  test 
reminiscent  of  the  old  cavalry  stakes  which  once  measured 
the  ability  of  the  horse  troopers. 

The  summer  of  1952  brought  a new  training  circle, 
with  the  44th  participating  in  field  training  problems  in 
conjunction  with  the  rest  of  the  82nd  Airborne  Division.

714th  Tank  Battalion

The  714th  Tank  Battalion  was  activated  Nov- 
ember 11,  1943.  On  October  the  2nd,  1944  this 
Battalion  debarked  at  Liverpool,  England,  and 
five  weeks  later  it  crossed  the  English  Channel 
with  the  12th  Armored  Division.  XV  Corj)s,  of 
the  Seventh  Army.  Erom  an  Assembly  Area  near 
Auffay,  France  the  714th  went  forward  with  the 
12th  Armored  Division  to  relieve  the  4th  Ar- 
mored Division  at  the  front.  The  Battalion  was 
soon  to  see  action,  and  from  the  8th  of  January 
to  the  10th,  the  714th  was  engaged  in  the  assault 
upon  Herrlisheim,  Germany.'  In  all,  the  714th 
Tank  Battalion  fought  in  three  campaigns:  the 
Rhineland,  Central  Europe,  and  the  Ardennes. 
In  December,  1945  the  714th  was  deactivated. 

The  714  was  reactivated  on  the  15th  Day  of 
July  1950  at  Fort  Bragg,  North  Carolina  with 
the  82nd  Airborne  Division.  During  the  first 
three  weeks  of  July  1951  the  Battalion  took  part 
in  the  ‘Air  Support  Weapons  Effectiveness  Test.” 
In  August  1951  the  714th  Tank  Battalion  dis- 
tinguished itself  during  its  part  of  “Operation 
Southern  Pines”.  From  the  24th  of  January  to 
the  6th  of  March,  this  Battalion  underwent  ex- 
tensive training  at  the  Armored  Combat  Area  at 
Camp  Irwin,  California. 

Today,  after  21  months  of  intensive  training, 
since  the  Battalion’s  reactivation  in  July  1950, 
the  Tankers  of  the  714th  are  “ready  to  roll”  and 
fight  if  necessary  for  the  rights  and  freedoms  of 
this  country  with  the  same  ability  and  courage 
as-  did  their  fellow  Tankers  of  World  War  II.

The  407th  Quartermaster  Company  was  a part  of  the  82nd  Infantry 
Division  in  World  War  I.  It  was  reactivated  in  March  1942  and  became 
airborne  with  the  rest  of  the  Division  in  August  1942. 

They  trained  at  Fort  Bragg  under  Lt.  Col.  Samuel  H.  Baker  and  sailed 
for  Africa  in  April  194.3  and  arrived  at  Casablanca  in  May.  Part  of  the 
company  engaged  in  the  Sicilian  campaign  and  at  that  time  the  company 
was  s{)lit  into  five  sections  which  were  spread  from  Italy  to  Africa. 

In  December  1943  the  company  was  consolidated  and  sent  to  Ireland 
in  preparation  for  Normany  the  following  June. 

Part  of  the  407th  went  by  air  and  the  rest  by  se^;  another  detachment 
took  part  in  the  Holland  jump. 

When  the  82nd  was  called  in  to  the  Battle  of  the  Bulge  the  407th  went 
with  them;  they  also  participated  in  the  jump  across  the  Rhine..  After  the 
occupation  the  407th  returned  with  the  Division  with  a splendid  record; 
six  battle  honors  in  World  War  II.  The  cpmpany  also  has  three  battle 
honors  from  World  War  I. 


Since  the  war  the  company  has  participated  in  many  maneuvers,  x- 
ercises  Assembly,  Tarheel,  Swarmer,  Southern  Pines  and  Long  Horn. 
The  unit  is  now  commanded  by  Capt.  Charles  W.  Eckels  and  the  present 
Division  Quartermaster  is  Lt.  Col.  M.  A.  Jordan.

The  782d  Airborne  Ordnance  Maintenance  Company  was  offi- 
cially activated  the  6 October,  1942,  at  Fort  Bragg,  North  Carolina. 
After  several  months  of  training  and  orientation  the  division  was 
alerted  for  overseas,  and  moved  to  Camp  Edwards,  Massachusetts 
in  April  1943.  The  782d  landed  at  Casablanca,  French  Morocco, 
on  10  May  1943.  After  making  several  moves  throughout  North 
Africa,  the  last  being  Bizerte,  part  of  the  company  moved  to 
Sicily  as  a contact  repair  team.  The  remaining  stayed  in  Bizerte 
to  act  as  base  for  supplies  and  storage  point  for  equipment. 

The  company  departed  for  Salerno,  Italy,  on  18  September  1943. 
After  stopping  at  several  towns  the  unit  arrived  in  Naples  where 
shop  was  set  up  to  perform  much  needed  maintenance  on  Ordnance 
equipment  throughout  the  division. 

On  the  18th  of  November  1943  the  company  was  shipped  to 
Cookstown,  North  Ireland,  and  stayed  there  until  February  1944. 
During  the  stay  at  Cookstown  a six  months  ordnance  inspection 
was  conducted  on  all  ordnance  equipment.  The  unit  then  went 
to  Oadby  in  the  English  midlands,  where  the  company  trained 
extensively  for  the  forthcoming  invasion.  While  at  this  station  an 
armorer-artificer  school  was  conducted  for  men  of  the  Division  who 
held  such  job  titles.  Artillery  maintenance  parties  were  sent  to 
Scarbough  firing  range  to  support  the  battalions  firing  training 
problems  there. 

For  the  Normandy  invasion  the  company  was  divided  into  four 
groups.  The  Ordnance  Officer  and  three  enlisted  men  went  in  on 
D-Day  in  the  1st  wave  to  make  the  necessary  liaison.  The  Ordnance 
Officer  was  wounded  and  evacuated  within  an  hour  after  landing 
and  the  responsibility  for  the  necessary  contacts  and  locating 
an  area  for  setting  un  the  Ord  CB  and  the  forthcoming  sea  lift 
was  up  to  the  three  EM.  Two  more  groups  arrived  in  Normandy 
by  sea  lift  with  the  heavy  equipment  to  set  up  maintenance  ship 
for  repair  of  all  ordnance  equipment.  The  company  returned  to 
Oadby  in  July  1944  where  it  stayed  until  the  Holland  campaign. 

After  scarcely  time  to  re-equip,  conduct  an  inspection  of  equip- 
ment, and  catch  up  on  the  latest  modification  work  orders,  another 
mission  was  presented.  This  time  the  Nijmegen  area  in  Holland. 
A glider  lift  of  five  officers  and  seven  enlisted  men  went  in  on 
the  17th  of  September,  1944.  They  were  followed  by  a sea  lift  of 
one  officer  and  28  enlisted  men  on  the  22d  of  September.  When 
the  campaign  in  Holland  was  over  jhe  men  moved  to  Camp  Suippes 
in  the  first  part  of  January  1945. 

The  company  furnished  personnel  for  both  the  Ardennes 
Campaign  and  the  Cologne-Lugwigslust.  On  1 July,  1945  a mass 
redeployment  began.  Seventy  new  faces  had  been  assigned  to 
the  company  from  the  17th  Airborne  Division.  From  this  time  until 
late  in  the  year  of  1945  the  company  prepared  for  the  return  to 


the  United  States.  Upon  arriyal  at  Fort  Brags.  North  Carolina, 
the  company  was  down  to  just  a yery  few  men.  The  8th  of  January 
1945  what  men  that  were  left  participated  in  a welcome  home 
parade  in  New  York.  On  the  23  February  1945  the  713th  Airborne 
Ordnance  Maintenance  Company  was  deactiyated  and  the  men 
assigned  ware  transferred  to  the  782d  Ordnance.  The  year  of  1946 
was  mostly  spent  getting  the  company  up  to  authorized  strength, 
sending  men  to  army  schools,  and  (Jrawing  all  kinds  of  Ordnance 
equipment  to  get  the  diyision  up  to  strength.  A 100%  ordnance 
inspection  was  conducted  late  in  the  year. 

During  the  years  of  1947  and  1948  the  company  conducted 
several  10%  Ordnance  Technical  Inspections.  The  Ordnance 
officers  section  participated  in  numerous  Division  CPX’s  throughout 
the  year.  The  year  1948  brought  out  the  Division’s  first  post  war 
maneuver  in  which  a motor  march  of  approximately  500  miles 
was  made  to  Camp  Campbell,  Kentucky. 

The  years  1949  and  1950  began  with  the  company  preparing 
Exercise  Tarheel  and  Exercise  Swarmer  respectively.  Much  work 
was  done  in  order  to  get  the  division  replenished  with  basic  loads. 
Several  reserve  ordnance  personnel  from  reserve  airborne  divisions 
worked  with  the  company,  observed  operations,  and  performed 
duties  peculiar  to  their  assignments. 

The  year  1950  ended  with  the  82d  Airborne  Division  receiving 
its  first  allocation  of  the  interim  type  vehicles.  Much  work  had 
developed  because  of  mechanical  deficiencies. 

During  the  month  of  August  the  company  participated  in 
Exercise  Southern  Pine.  There  was  a few  changes  in  operations  of 
the  company.  Contact  teams  w'ere  formed  to  accompany  each 
Regiment  Combat  team  which  proved  to  be  very  successful. 
Upon  completion  of  the  maneuver  an  organization  maintenance 
school  was  established  by  the  Ordnance  Officer  which  was  capable 
of  instructing  officers  of  the  division  diffeTent  phases  of  organiza- 
tion maintenance.  Having  been  warned  of  the  forthcoming  Exercise 
LONG  HORN  the  company  started  preparing  for  the  long  trip  to 
Lometta,  Texas.  In  February  1952  the  division  started  its  trip  to 
Texas  with  an  Ordnance  Detachment  on  the  end  of  each  column. 
The  road  march  was  very  successful,  the  company  arrived  and 
returned  to  Fort  Bragg,  North  Carolina  without  a vehicle  loss. 
Since  the  first  of  1952  the  782d  Abn  Ord  Maint  Co  has  been  at 
Fort  Bragg,  and  in  the  LONG  HORN  maneuver  area  performed 
several  10%  technical  inspections  on  vehicles,  weapons,  and 
Ordnance  equipment.  During  the  month  of  May  a 100%  Ordnance 
Technical  Inspection  was  conducted  throughout  the  Division.
